1. The assistance of your office is requested in having

2. For security reasons, it is desirable that the activation 

0 f Unit not be connected in any way with any other 

military unit or agency within the EUCOM Command and, in effect, 
should be the initial activation of this Unit. 

3. Moreover, due to the peculiar" nature of the intended 
activities of this Unit and, again for security reasons, it is 
desirable that the Unit not be set up in accordance with any t/0, 

A and E and that the names of any persons now or later assigned 

to this Unit not be made a record within any Military Post Command. 

4. The attached draft of a memorandum is deemed necessary 

as authority to procure various items of supply, quarters and 
equipment in the Unit. 

5. It is felt that with the use of such authority, the 
utmost in security can be expected and maintained at all times and 
that the method of procurement and payment for such items will 

tend to increase the efficiency of intended and planned operations.

TO : Commanders Concerned 

1. Authority. Department of the Army agencies and individuals will 
lend every possible assistance in connection with the furnishing of 

supplies, equipment and/or services to Unit and/or its 

representatives . 

2. Procurement . The Chief of Unit or his authorized 

representative may procure supplies, equipment and/or services from 
the Army Technical Services or any other Department of Army agency in 
accordance with procedure set forth below. 

3 • Supply Procedures . 

(a) Commanding Generals, EUCOM Command, are authorized to 
issue or furnish all classes of supplies, equipment and/or services 

which are required by Unit or its personnel upon proper 

requisition filed by the authorized representative of that Unit. 

(b) Commanding Generals, EUCOM Command, are authorized to 
issue or furnish controlled items of supply and equipment when necessary 
in excess of normal allocations which are required by the Unit upon 
requisition and certification signed by the Qhief of the Unit or his 
Executive Officer. 

4. Quarters . In view of the special nature of the duties in 

which Unit is presently engaged, authority is hereby 

given for this Unit or its representatives to: 

1. Be quartered separately from US Army installations. 

2. Be provided rations, lodgings and special categories 

of supplies for foreign nationals including Germans 
who are officially engaged as civilian employees 
for Unit. 

Accounting and Reimbursement , (Reimbursement procedure to be 
inserted by Adjutant General's Office) 

6 # Security* Commanders concerned will classify as SECRET records 
and other papers pertaining to the issue of supplies, equipment and/or 

services to Unit* Moreover, due to the peculiar nature of 

the activities of this Unit, for security reasons, authority is 
granted to operate outside T-0, AE regulations; rosters and personnel 
assigned to this Unit will not be made, a record within any military 
post in this command*
